a. Line 1 of the abstract the phrase "The invention provides" should be deleted. 

b. Figure 5 the phantom element number (47) should be completely removed. 
The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 

every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the weight means that 
adjustably mounted of claims 6-8 must be shown or the feature canceled from the 
claims. No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.
